MONTREAL (CP)—Ca¬ 
nadian authorities interro¬ 
gated a six - foot Texan 
Wednesday night following 
his attempt to hijack an 
Air Canada Viscount air¬ 
craft and ordering the pilot 
at gunpoint to fly to Cuba. 

The man, who identified him-

22, of Da Has. whs held for ques¬ 
tioning after being convinced by 
RCMP and Air Canada officials 
he would be better off remain¬ 
ing m Canada than going to 
Cuba.

■THERE IS UNMISTAKABLE EVIDENCE that 
A Yugoslavia recognizes a danger of the use of force 
against her by the Soviet Union and the Warsaw Pact 
allies which invaded Czechoslovakia. 

Moscow has made It clear that It regards the 
Yugoslavs as the source of the “liberal infection’' 
which in recent years has spread to Czechoslovakia 
and Romania, and which very likely has encouraged 
Intellectuals in other Soviet bloc states to dream of 
reform and relaxation of the old Stalinist rules. 

The anger of the Russian press against Marshal 
Josip Tito has never been more furious since the 
Yugoslav strong man broke with Moscow 20 years 
ago. And the press inevitably reflects the thinking 
In tha Kremlin. 

In consequence Marshal Tito has openly prepared 
to meet any aggression from the estimated 50 Russian. 
Bulgarian and Hungarian divisions on unfriendly 
frontiers. Whether his strength is adequate to deter a 
military adventure may be In doubt. But he is 
certainly committed to resistance. 

For this threatening situation the Soviet Union’s 
violent reaction to the Czechoslovak liberalization 
movement is alone to blame. 

It b responsible, moreover, for the reassessment 
by the North Atlantic Treaty powers of the Middle 
European situation and the feeling among their 
commanders which must he defined as something 
more than uneasiness. Before the invasion there w'era 
JO Russian divisions facing West Germany and the 
NATO allies, with two more in Poland and four in 
Hungary. Now there are about 35, including 15 In 
Czechoslovakia deployed near the Bavarian frontier. 

Together with their Warsaw Pact allies, the 
Soviets now can muster forces immediately available 
In the area to outnumber by three-toone the 26 
NATO divisions In Europe. 

These and other logistical changes have virtually 
eliminated any possibility of warning of an impending 
move against West Germany. It is Hus threatening 
development which now engrosses tha NATO 
planners. 

According to one usually well Informed observer 
at NATO headquarters In Brb*. Mr. Andrew 
Wilson, of The London Observer, there is a tendency to 
threaten use erf a tactical nudear det e rre n t 

To what a sad and squalid level we hava 
fl wpended when nuclear arms rather than reasonable 
bitercourse and mutual trust must become the method 
of persuasion! 

And yet. If the Russian intentions are pacific, why 
the need for the massive military build-up* And what 
else could be expected from NATO officers than 
suspicion and fear? 

It b a dangerous time for threats from either 
aide, and pride should not prevent continued efforts 
towards a detente by which the tensions might be 
eased. Surely no sane government dare contemplate 
the fearful alternative to compromise.

Ao Ideological Threat to Soviet Union 

Romania’s Under Control 


By OStiOOO CAIITTHEBS. Bara fea r he r lit 

Despite the ferrets and Pressure from Its big Soviet 
nrlchbor. Rumania's tough Communist leaden continued 
To forge their m todependeot fine wifeto the Eastern 
European bloc. 

The tensions generated by Romania's naming feud with 
fee five Warsaw Pact countries that Invaded Czechoslovakia 
for stepping out of line have surprisingly created no panic 
here. 

And fee chief reason far this p heno m enon h. Ironically 
enoujfe. that no other country in fee Eastern Noe fat more 
riridly controlled along orthodox Manast-Lanuust lines out* 
aide fee Soviet Union itself. ^ , 

* * * 

The central control of Coirimumst Party chairman and 
president Nkolae Oauwsai is total. The press and radio 
and other means at information are ao closely guarded by 
censorship that no word that might differ from the official 
line reaches fee people except through broadcasts from 
outside the country. —• 

Officials one Is able to meet carefully echo the words of 
their leader without deviation to that one taels he Is simply 
getting a reading from the Cbmmunist Party newspaper. 

Nd radical economic reform has been Instituted here 
which would relieve the nation's industry and bmtoess from 
the strictures of central ptanrang and control from the top. 
Very few people ever get out of the country except an official 
business nr istless they have been toviaed to visit abroad at 
the host's expense. 4 

Thus while people In various wakes of life have been 
overheard to express Rear of a Smart invasion and have 
been teen storing up tinned goods and other emergency 
suppke*. there is a kind of enforced calm throughout the 
country. 

* * * 

It has been broken from time to time by strident speeches 
by Oausescu and other government leaders drumming up 
support tor their position, denouncing fee tovanioti of Caech- 
oskwaida and demanding that Moscow cnce a earn uphtod the 
right of each todivwtoal Communist country to carry out its 
own independe n t policies 

Oausescu has ho Ideological quarrel wife Moscow over 
Commonest orthodoxy tor he is as orthodox as anyone in the 
Kremlin. 

While he has since the beginning of this year asserted 
fee right of Czeeholovakta to push through the reforms which 
have gotten feat cxmtry Into such trouble with its Moscow- 
led allies, fee Romanian leader has shewn no toclinatkw to 
liberalise his own' regime. 

There b no free-wheeling movement of students, writers' 
and other intellectuals that might infect the other countries 
of the alliance. 

It la his independent line of foreign affairs, to tetatnm 
among the Cbmmunist state* and to economic cooperation 


with them feat have aroused the Ire at Moscow and the alike 
In Warsaw. East Berlin. Budapest and Sofia who are room 
eager to do the Kremlin's bidding. 

Ceausescu has been driven by one single purpose since 
he Inherited the retna of power from the late Gheo rg he 
GheorghiuDe] three years ago. Ha has been determined to 
free his country from economic dependence upon the Soviet 
Union. And thus he has used every political and material re¬ 
source at his extremely shrewd command to loosen Romania 
from Moscow's apron strings. 

He bluntly rejected the dictates of fee East bloc economic 
alliance which had allotted to his country' the role of the 
provider of food for the rest of the bloc, remaining com¬ 
pletely dependent upon the other nations for inkslriil pro¬ 
ducts and consumer goods. 

* * * 

But Oausescu has not yet managed to break entirely Ns 
country's dependence upon the East bloc. It is not easy tor 
him to get investment credits from the West and he has had 
to do business there mostly on cash and barter deals. 

The Iron ora and coke and copper and other metals lor 
the nation '1 new iodic try still come mostly from the Soviet 
Union and Oausescu has only recently began a quest lor 
other sources in India and South America. 

The Oausescu regime has .also used political leverage to 
jtchieve three gains in independence. This ks considered to be 
the principal reason for the neutral stand Romania has 
taken in the Soviet Union's bitter struggle wife China for the 
dominating influence over the world communist movement. 

Romania refused to go along with the rest of the Eastern 
bloc in breaking off relations wife Israel during the war to 
the Middle East last year. Oausescu infuriated his allies In 
East Germany and Poland by taking up diplomatic relations 
with West Germany and greatly expanding hia trade with 
that comtry. 

And while ha does not see eve-toeye with the renegade 
policies at President Tito of Yugoslavia, ha has embittered 
Moscow by teaming up with him on several Issues, the moat 
dramatic of which has been tlie condemnation of the Harsaw 
Pact invasion of CBechosfovakia. 

* * * 

These are the factors that set the roost Orthodox com¬ 
munist state in Eastern Europe apart from its orthodox 
sisters. Unlike the Czechoslovak reform leader Alexander 
Etahcek. this country's leader is not trying to make com¬ 
munism more attractive either to his own people or to the 
rest of the world. 

But he is trying to build an independent and wlf-reliant 
nation wit «rf a country whose long and bitier history has been 
one of Mbjugation from the times, of the Roman conquerors. 

And the possible threat of once again becoming the victim 
of foreign conquest and subjugation has aroused a spirit of 
nationalism which has rallied fee 3b.B0B.DflG inhabitants nf 
that Isolated Balkan rotaitry behind their leader as none at his 
own programs could have dona.

Thera have been moments—all too many—in my career, 
when I would cheerfully have traded my left ear to know that 
the golf hole in the middle of toe green was precisely two

I am thinking of the classic crunch situation in our business: 
• 13-foot.pun to win a tournament with a pretty nasty borrow . 

At that moment, the professional golfer does not feel at 
his best. Your knees feel as though the bones have turned to 
jetty, your wrists stiffen up as though you have been struck by 
msrent arthritis, and your brain feels as though it has suddenly 
been invaded hy halt a gallon of octopus ink. 

The red}- thing you can hear, in fleeting moments of con¬ 
sciousness, is a petrifying silence. There are probably 10.000 
spectators encircling you. Suddenly, for no logical reason, you 
hear someone try to stifle a caugh. The next thing you know 
Is that you are waiting for a camera-shutter to click. 

You crouch down, tand up again, walk about, size up tha 
hole from this angle and that. Your caddie has suggested a 
line three inches to the right. You believe it should be one inch. 
You re-think the problem, crouch down again and take the 
putter back gently. 


If you have watched much professional golf, you will have 
seen it again and again. This is the moment of terrible tension, 
and it afflicts every player from Jack Nicklaus downwards. 

la fact, in more than 20 years of earning my living from 
this kind of strain. I have known only one man who remained 
utterly unaffected in this kind of situation. It is highly unlikely 
that you will have ever heard of him; Lieut Bob Magee, of tha 
United States armed forces. 

He played—and did welt—some years ago In the British 
Amateur Championship at Sandwich. His main, and astound¬ 
ing: claim to passing fame was that he hadn't three-putted 
for 1* years. And if it was from 60 feet across a green that 
buckled like railway lines in a heatwave. 

Lieut. Magee did not win the championship. He did not 
turn professional. And I have not heard of him since. Stupen¬ 
dous putter that he was. he was far from being the complete 
golfer. 

Which brings me to my point; hands off the putt!

I say this because there has been an insidious campaign 
this summer to change the whole character of golf. It is 
based on toe cent ration that putting counts far far too much In 
the game, stooe a six-toch putt has precisely tha same value 
aa the 290-yard drive. 

The reformer*, therefore, recommend one at two amend¬ 
ments ; either that the hole is misfed; or that tha putt counts 
as half a stroke. 

It Is not for me to deny any man anything. Let them get 
on with It. All I insist Is that toey don’t call their game golf 
any lancer, and that, preferably, they play It exclusively on 
some lonely island in the mxhfle of the Pacific. 

To adopt either suggestion would change the character 
of toe game quite as radically as, say. widening a soccer goal 
hy sea yards- or having five cricket stumps Instead of three.
